A meeting of Pass councils and 
the Crows Nest Pass Municipal 
Hospital Board is to be organized 
to discuss the matter. 

Sister Leo Agnes of the Pincher 
Creek Crows Nest Pass Family 
Service Bureau was present, and 
gave an enlightening talk on Pre¬ 
ventive Welfare Service that is 
presently being instituted in the 
Pass. Sister Leo Agnes recom¬ 
mended that the local towns sup¬ 
port this worthy organization. 

Council agreed to give full sup¬ 
port to the group. 

Steps were taken by council to 
eliminate a number of nuisance 
problems in town. The secretary 
will serve notice on the parties 
responsible for the nuisances, and 
following the 30-day notice if act¬ 
ion is not taken, the town will re¬ 
move the nuisance and the owner 
will be charged costs. The nuis¬ 
ances include a number of un¬ 
sightly buildings around town, 
abandoned car wrecks and other 
objects. 

April 27th was the date set for 
the Court of Revision and assessor 
will be Harry Randma of the Pro¬ 
vincial Assessment Branch from 
Lethbridge. 

Members of the Court will com¬ 
prise Mayor John Holyk, Council¬ 
lors \^Iel Cornett, Vic Kryzwy, 
Fred MacLeod and Ted Kryczfca, 
and Secretary R. Jensen, clerk. 

Councillor Me! Cornett, who is 
a member of the Library Board, 
gave a report on the functions of 
the library during the past year. 
Council approved a grant of $400 
to the library. 

A grant of $100 was also ap¬ 
proved for the Coleman Volunteer 
Fire Brigade to aid the unit in 
organizing the annual Hose Coup¬ 
ling Competitions in Coleman on 
July 1st.

include one to amend the present 
traffic by-law so as to provide au¬ 
thority for the town to remove ve¬ 
hicles that are illegally parked 
and then charge the owner for the 
towing. This action is sometimes 
necessary during snow removal or 
at fires. 

The second by-law allows for a 
discount for prompt payment of 
taxes. The discount provides for 
10 per cent of the current levy up 
to 30 days of mailing and for five 
per cent from 30 to 60 days of 
mailing. 

The third by-law provided for 
the cancellation of a number of 
tax arrears and for some arrears 
on properties now acquired by 
the town. 

A fourth by-law for the setting 
of sewer rates had its second read¬ 
ing. 

A letter of sympathy was re¬ 
ceived from the City of Kimber¬ 
ley, B. C., regarding the three 
Coleman mine workers who lost 
their lives in the recent Natal 
North Balmer mine accident. 

Approval was given for the pur¬ 
chase of a new ripper unit for 
the town’s new grader for road¬ 
work that is to be done this sum¬ 
mer. 

As a Centennial move council 
are doing their utmost to tear 
down unsightly buildings owned by 
the town, paint up various build¬ 
ings and do general repair work 
on town-owned properties so as to 
set an example for the citizens. 

At present the “Old Lombardy 
Building’’ is slated to be demol¬ 
ished and when tom down the lots 
will be levelled and gravelled. 

The towns storage yards south 
of main street have been levelled, 
gravelled and fenced and many 
other projects are slated for the 
coming months. 


Fish & Game Hear 
Convention Report 


Jim Kerr, Fish and Game delegate to the 
recent Alberta Fish and Game convention in 
Edmonton, reported that the Fishing Resolu¬ 
tion tendered by the Coleman group some 
time ago, was being revived. 


The resolution provides for the 
closing cf all streams in the Old 
Man River watershed from Octob¬ 
er 15 to June 15. The matter is 
being directed to the head office 
of the Wildlife and Fisheries De¬ 
partments for action. 

Mr. Kerr also reported that con¬ 
struction of another fish hatchery 
is in the offing and will be built 
in the southern part of the prov¬ 
ince. 

The club will attempt to have 
Glacier Creek diverted back to its 
original course so that waters 
from this stream flow into Island 
Lake instead of directly into Crows 
Nest Lake. This diversion would 
ensure a steady supply of in¬ 
going fresh water into the lake. 
The creek was diverted from its 
original course sometime ago dur¬ 
ing construction of the new link 
of highway. 

Attempts will also be made by 
the Association to have ID 10 
build an approach on the south 
side of the highway at Island Lake 
so that docking facilities can be 
set up for boats. 

Members agreed that the chib 
should hold several fishing derbies 
during the summer months on 
Sundays and these events should 
conclude with a social evening. 

The Association is distributing 
posters and literature to local 
schools in the Crows Nest Pass 
in recognition of National Wild¬ 
life Week—which is from April 
9 to 15. 

The chib members were advised 


that they were now covered by 
insurance to amount up to $100,- 
000 for public liability and prop¬ 
erty damage. 

The Association decided to hold 
the annual trophy night earlier in 
the year in order that local 
scores can be entered in the Ed¬ 
monton provincial competitions.

Hospital Workers 
Reach Centennial 
Goal 

EDMONTON — A group of Al¬ 
berta hospital workers have reach¬ 
ed their Centennial goal; a mini¬ 
mum hourly wage of $1.25. The 
workers are members of the Ca¬ 
nadian Union of Pumlic Employ¬ 
ees (CLC) and the goal was set 
at a bargaining conference of the 
union, held in Calgary last Oct¬ 
ober. 

The conference was followed by 
intensive negotiations between the 
Canadian Union of Public Em¬ 
ployees and eight hospitals in 
northern Alberta, culminating in 
an agreement covering 500 non¬ 
professional hospital workers. 

The eight hospitals are:— St. 
John’s Hospital in Edson, Peace 
River Municipal and Auxiliary, 
Wetasldiwin Municipal and Auxil¬ 
iary, Good Samaritan Hospital and 
St. Josephs Hospital, the latter two 
in Edmonton. 

The union’s negotiating team was 
headed by CUPE Representative 
Leo Lancaster and R. J, Noble, 
both of Edmonton. Mr. Lancaster’, 
who announced details of the two- 
year collective agreements today 
(Monday) said that the settlement 
may well lead to a new Alberta 
minimum for all workers in the 
province, including hospital work¬ 
ers from other unions. 

Monthly starting rates of pay 
for maids in all eight hospitals 
climb from $175 to $205, effect¬ 
ive January 1, 1967, and to $218 
July 1, 1967. This represents $1.25 
per hour and is an increase of 
$43 per month in the first year of 
the agreement. On January 1st, 
1968, these rates will increase by 
an additional $12, to $230. Top 
rate for maids will be $260 after 
January 1, 1966. 


Other gains include three weeks 
vacation after 3 years service— 
formerly 8 years — and four weeks 
after 15 years. The employer will 
now pay one-half of the MSI - 
Medical Insurance — premium. 

Two other Alberta hospitafe'have 
also signed agreements with the 
CUPE, implementing the $1.25 
hourly minimum effective Janu¬ 
ary 1st. They are: Crows Nest 
Pass Municipal at Blairaiore and 
Drumheller General. 

CUPE Representative R. J. 
Noble pointed out that Alberta is 
the fourth province to attain the 
$1.25 minimum hospital wage. Oth¬ 
er provinces are British Columbia, 
Saskatchewan and Quebec. New 
Brunswick is very dose to reach¬ 
ing it.

The increase from 3 per cent 
to 3% per cent is the first change 
In the interest rate on regular sav¬ 
ings accounts in almost five years. 

“This increase has been made 
possible by revisions in the Bank 
Act that have eased some of the 
restrictions that limited the Bank’s 
activities in the past,” Mr. Green¬ 
wood said. 

Last week the Bank announced 
that it also would introduce a 
new type of saving account, with¬ 
out chequeing privileges, on which 
depositors win be paid 4 per cent 
interest.

For domestic parcel post there 
will be a minimum countrywide 
fee of 15c for parcels up. t®^8 
ounces in weight and 30c for par¬ 
cels weighing from 8 ounces to 1 
pound. Postage rates for parcels 
weighing more than 1 pound will 
be charged according to the zone 
destination. Other refinements in 
the parcel post rate structure will 
be a reduction from the present 9 
rate zones to 5; this simplifica¬ 
tion . will streamline wicket ser¬ 
vice and mail room procedures. 

The new zones will be compris¬ 
ed of the Atlantic which will in¬ 
clude Nova Scotia, New Bruns¬ 
wick, Prince Edward Island and 
Newfoundland; the mid-west zone 
embracing Manitoba and Saskat¬ 
chewan; the western zone com¬ 
posed of Alberta, British Colum¬ 
bia and the Yukon; the single 
zones for Ontario and Quebec. 

The fee changes and zone mod¬ 
ifications will go into effect on 
October 1st. 

Free parcel post insurance — 
which has been available for in¬ 
demnity up to $50—will be discon¬ 
tinued on October 1st. The new in¬ 
surance rates will be 10c for a 
$10 coverage, 20c for coverage 
from $10 to $50, and 30c for cov¬ 
erage from $50 to $100. 

Also on October 1st, a new sin¬ 
gle C.O.'D. service charge will 
cover all aspects of a C.O.D. tran¬ 
saction (collection, remittance and 
insurance). Fees will be 50c when 
the amount to be collected is less 
than $10, and $1.00 when amount 
to be collected is between $10 and 
$ 100 . 

Registration fee levels will be 
reduced from 4 to 2; the charges 
will be 50c for $60 indemnity and 
70c for indemnity from $50 to $100. 
Rates for both forms of the Ac¬ 
knowledgement of Receipt cards 
will be raised by 5c to new rate 
levels of 15c and 25c. The two 
schedules of fees will become ef¬ 
fective on June 1st. 

Domestic rates for Special De¬ 
livery will be altered on June 1st 
also. The fee for letters will be 
increased from 25c to 40c and for 
parcels from 35c to 50c. 

In the area of third class mail, 
addressed printed matter will con¬ 
tinue to he charged 3c for the 
first 2 ounces, but subsequent 

ounces will be subject, as of Oct¬ 
ober 1st, to new higher rates. 

Householders mail and samples 
will also be affected by this rate 
change. 

The adjustments in the domestic 
rate structure will also be reflect¬ 
ed in the rates and fees of some

The first finishing job which 
makes the house livable is the 
flooring. The flooring and proper¬ 
ly finished floors add a great deal 
to the appearance of the house. 

Prospective home-owners usual¬ 
ly give considerable thought to the 
flooring to be installed in their new 
homes. Both hardwood and tile 
floors collect less dirt and are 
easier to clean and polish if they 
are well laid and finished. There 
are many types of flooring. There 
is a type of flooring to suit about 
every taste and purpose. 

Some people insist on hardwood 
flooring, at least in the living and 
dining rooms, while others prefer 
resilient flooring in all rooms. 

Ceramic tile is popular for bath¬ 
room floors. The main species of 
wood used for flooring are maple, 
birch and oak, all hardwood. Wood 
manufacturers grade their lumber 
according to quality and appear¬ 
ance. Top grade flooring is fairly 
uniform in color and is virtually 
free from defects. Medium grades 
may be just as serviceable, but 
will contain some knots and blem¬ 
ishes and there will be a larger 
proportion of short pieces in every 
load. 

Mill-run flooring is a mixture 
of all unsorted grades exactly as it 
comes from the mill. Flooring 
grades for NHA-financed houses 
are specified in the book “Resi¬ 
dential Standards” which is avail¬ 
able at any OMHC office. 

Because flooring is purposely 
dried out, care must be taken to 
keep it free of moisture. It should 
be nailed in place as soon as pos¬ 
sible after delivery to the site. If 
the lumber contains too much 
moisture, wide spaces will ap¬ 
pear between the boards follow¬ 
ing shrinkage. Flooring should nev¬ 
er be stored in a house that has 


just been plastered, and if neces¬ 
sary, the heating system should 
be kept in operation between the 
time the lumber is delivered and 
the floor-laying job is completed. 

How, you may ask, is hardwood 
flooring nailed in place? Special 
flooring nails are normally used to 
nail the flooring boards to the sub¬ 
floor. Nails are driven in at an 
angle through the tongue which 
runs along the edge of each board. 
This is called concealed nailing 
because the nail heads don’t show 
when the next board is put in 
place. Ceramic tiles are used main¬ 
ly for bathroom floors and hall¬ 
ways. The important thing is to 
lay the tiles so that the finished 
floor surface is level with the 
floors in the adjoining room or 
hallway. Variations between floor 
levels are both annoying and dan¬ 
gerous. 

Resilient flooring is a covering 
of composition tile or linoleum, 
and is now standard for surfacing 
kitchen and bathroom floors. It 
is also frequently used in other 
parts of the house. This type of 
flooring is very easy to install. 
Unless the sub-floor is made of 
plywood, an underlay will be re¬ 
quired under resilient flooring. 

This underlay may be plywood 
or some other material which has 
proved satisfactory for the pur¬ 
pose. To avoid bumps in the floor, 
the joints between the underlay 
panels should be perfectly smooth. 
The slightest unevenness will 
eventully show up on the floor 
surface. Nailheads should be ham¬ 
mered down flush with the under¬ 
lay or countersunk slightly. 

A soundproof floor must be pro¬ 
vided between the upper and low¬ 
er units of a duplex dwelling. The 
upper floor should be insulated 
with a layer of soft textured fibre- 
board over the sub-flooring to act 
as a sound buffer between the 
two units.

Postage Rates 
To Be Increased

Interim adjustments ot a num¬ 
ber of postage rates, which will 
go into effect on June 1st and 
October 1st, 1967, were announced 
today by the Postmaster General, 
the Hon. Jean-Pierre Cote. 

He pointed out that the changes 
did not affect first class mail, but 
added that as the study of post¬ 
age rates continued, other ad¬ 
justments would be necessary to 
firm up the whole postage rate 
structure. 

Mr. Cote explained that the in¬ 
terim increases are the result of 
the rising labor and operating 
costs and the expansion of the 
postal service required to meet 
today’s postal needs of the pub¬ 
lic and industry. Although it is 
estimated that these rate adjust¬ 
ments will yield an additional $13,- 
000,000 in revenue in the fiscal 
year 1967-68, the Postmaster Gen¬ 
eral added that this will be insuf¬ 
ficient to meet current costs and

Measles Vaccine 
Program To Be 
Broadened 

The Department of Public 
Health in Edmonton, has released 
a directive advising all Medical 
Officers of Health that the Measles 
vaccination program stated early 
in 1966 is to be broadened to in¬ 
clude all preschool children. 

In accordance with the recom¬ 
mendation of the Dominion Coun¬ 
cil of Health, an accelerated pro¬ 
gram will be offered for all suscep¬ 
tible children entering school for 
the first time this year. These 
children will be given two inject¬ 
ions 4 to 6 weeks apart and it is 
felt this can be accomplished in 
sufficient time to provide maxi¬ 
mum immunity to the disease by 
September, 1967. 

Dr. K. Adler, Medical Officer of 
Health, therefore recommends that 
all pre-school children, especially 
those entering school this fall who 
have never had Measles be given 
this free vaccine. 

Parents should bring their child¬ 
ren to any of the Well Baby Clin¬ 
ics in their respective area at their 
early convenience.
